Wauconda Will Never. Forget the Work 
of the. Kindly Dr. Dawson Whose • 
Calls Were Far-reaching: 



One hundred dollars has already been 
pledged by residents of Wauconda and 
surrounding territory to build a monu- 
.ment to the memory of Dr. W.C. Daw- 
son of that village whose death about 
two years ago caused such wide spread 
sorrow among the people. 

Dr. Dawson was the practicing phy- 
sician of the village for over fifteen 
years. He was a typical country doc- 
tor, no call being too early or too far 
away for him to answer. In the fifteen 
years of his service as physician to the 
physical, ailments of the people of Wau- 
conda he endeared himself to all by his 
close attention to duty, and also for the 
many kindly offices at his hands. 

He was. born in Canada in 1851 and 
came to this state when in early youth. 
When a young man he took up the 
study of medicine, and graduated from 
a homeopathic and also a school of reg- 
ular practice. Ffteen years ago he 
went to Wauconda, and -started his 
office there. He soon became a univer- 
sal favorite with the people, the" many 
.kindly- deeds from hiB hands winning 
him a,warm spot in their hearts. He 
answered every call that came to him, 
no matter what time of day or night 

To the poorer neighbors he was al- 
ways ready to lend a hand, and no 
charges for his services were ever 
made. His kindly deeds- would alone 
fill many a page, but enough to say that 
no chance to do any good to his neigh- 
bors was ever overlooked. 

In consequence with this plan of his, 
when'he died he left but little beside 
the good will of the people behind him. 
There was no. estate to leave, and noth- 
ing had even been left to secure a de- 
cent burial. He was a member of the 
lodge of Odd Fellows,^ and this order 
took. charge of his funeral. 

Dr. Dawson died two years ago at 
Wauconda from a general breakdown, 
and was buried in the cemetery at' that 
village. A few months ago the people 
of Wauconda conceived the idea of 
erecting a monument to his memory, 
and A. Bouchenville took the matter in 
hand. Already there has been buV 
scribed to the fund over $100, . and the 
remainder , will be raised in a short 
time. 

It is planned to erect a monument 
costing $400. The money will be con- 
tributed -from residents of Wauconda at 
present and numbers of those who for- 
merly resided! in the village but who 
have since moved away have sent con- 
tributions to the fund. Father Woolf, 
formerly priest of the Catholic church 
at Wauconda, now of Chicago, sent a 
good sized check to the fund a short 
time_ago, and others who have reasons 
to remember the kindly offices 'of- Dr. 
DawBon have also expressed their in- 
tentions of helping raise the money for 
the monument : 

Since Mr. Bouchenville first .started 
the movement on his own accord, the 
movement has spread to be one of wide 
scope.- Every' man, woman and child 
in -Wauconda is interested in the move- 
ment, and even those who reside out- 
side the village have taken up with- the 
common movement and are working to 
raise something which will Bhow their 
reverence for the kindly Dr; Dawson.

According to relatives the boy had 
always been in the best of spirits until 
he ha J a Beige of the grip a few days 
ago. Then, according to his father he 
became despondent and seemed to brood 
over his illness a great deal. 

The revolver, from, which the fatal 
shot was fired belonged' to the boy's 
father but is said never to have been 
loaded before. The fact that loaded 
shells had been placed in the revolver 
and the boy had stayed home from 
school," is said to have been * the' reason 
the father adheres to the - belief that 
the. boy took his'owri'life^ Friends/, 
however, are of the opinion, that the 
boy '8 death was the result of an acci- 
dent. 

The boy was fully dressed when 
found by his brother! and the appearance 
was . that . he had : prepared to go tp 
school. The indication is that he after- 
ward changed his mind and decided to 
take his own. life. as he would'. not have 
waited until after" 9 o'clock to /have 
played with the gun.

DESTRUCTIVE 

FIRE OCCURS 

AT SOBERS 

One of the most destructive fires of 
the year in Kenosha county occurredat 
the the Kelly" farm in the town of 
Somers, near the Lake county line, just 
after 6 o'clock Wednesday evening of 
lust week and before trie fire had been 
extinguished by a bucket brigade made 
up of neighboring farmers and firemen 
from Kenosha, damage to the extent of 
more than $6,000 had been done. It is 
said that the loss is entirely covered by 
insurance. The farm is owned by 
Timothy Kelly of Chicago and it is 
managed by Timothy Broderick. The 
flames broke out in the boiler room of 
the model creamery on the farm- and 
spread to the granaries and ice houses 
and all of these buildings were '-com- 
pletely destroyed The large barn on 
the farm as wellaa the farm residence 
were threatened but these two .build 
ings were saved after a hard fight. As 
soon as the flames broke out in the 
creamery^p&ople at the farm called 

depart- 
ment and asked that ho come out and 
help fight the flames. The Chief or- 
ganized a volunteer department from 
men in the town districts and the party 
made the trip in automobiles reaching 
the farm just as the flames were spread- 
ing to the large barns on the farm. 
The coming of the city firemen resulted 
in the barn and residence being saved 
as the farmers were just about ex- 
hausted as a result of the long fight 
against the spreading fire.

Leaders of the local option movement 
and their Opponents as well, are mar- 
shaling their- forces for the" clash that 
is coming when the main issue of the 
liquor question gets before the legisla- 
ture at Springfield. The struggle is ex- 
pected to break next week, although it 
is possible that on account of next week 
being a short legislative week consider- 
ation of this important matter will be 
deferred one week longer. 

A tacit understanding exists between 
the liquor forces 1 and their opponents 
that this subject will not be broached 
until after next week's elections. It is 
planned now to adjourn on Thursday of 
this week until Wednesday of next 
week, because of* ijhe elections next 
Tuesday. It is possible that the local 
option advocates will not be satisfied to 
risk their issue so soon after the elec- 
and if so the matter will go over one 
more week. " 

With nearly every measure that has 
been introduced at the present session 
of the legislature being effected more 
or less directly by the liquor question, 
both sides will be pleased when the 
subject is finally disposed of. The ad- 
vocates of the County optional expect 
their measure to pass both houses by 
narrow margins. The liquor interests 
are making bolder claims and insist that 
there is no chance for the "drya"-to get 
a county option, bill through either 
branch of the assembly. 

A bill making it a misdemeanor to 
drink intoxicants in public on any rail- 
road train or interurban car has passed 
both branches of the legislature, prac- 
tically without opposition. In its amend- 
ed form the provisions of this bill do 
not apply to buffet or dining cars. The 
purpose of the bill i3 to prevent the 
rowdyism that has prevailed to such an 
extent as to make the life of railroad 
men in many instances a burden. The 
hill was sanctioned by the organized 
rail road employes of the state and was 
introduced at their request. 

Former speaker Edward D. Shurtleff 
of Marengo; voiced the sentiments of 
many of the members of the house in 
refering to the bill, as follo'ws: I live 
in a territory that has been occasion ly 
a dry town. There is once in a while a 
city or town that is dry and located on 
an interurban railway. These railways 
carry ;men a few miles to a wet town 
and then the^ consequenses -" are laid to 
the electric cars. Many persons have 
objected to riding on these cars during 
the later hours of the evening 
reason that the cars have been 
into saloons.

BAD FIRE AT WADSWORTH 



Business District of Village for. a Time 
Was Threatened With Destruction' 

Fire, which for a' time . threatened to 
wipe out the business district of the 
village of Wads worth Saturday, night, 
destroyed'the meat market, owned and 
operated by John Lux. 

Shortly after eleven o'clock the res- 
idents of the village were awakened 
from their slumbers by the clanking of 
the fire bell. "The Liix meat market 
was onTire. The fire had originated in 
the smoke house and before its discovery 
had spread throughout the entire build- 
ing 

The village postoffice, an adjoining 
building, together with the Woodman 
hall, were in danger. Before the ar- 
rival of the village volunteer fire de- 
partment, the roofs on both the latter 
buildings were ablaze. * 

• ■ A bucket brigade was formed at once. 
Over one hundred men, women and 
children formed the bucket brigade. 
Water was carried from all sections of 
the village. No water was thrown on 
the burning Lux building. Save the ad- 
joining property was the call of the 
village fire department chief. 

Men were stationed on the roofs of 
both tke Woodmen hall and the post- 
office building. The water was carried 
to these men who poured it down the 
burning roofs. In this manner both 
were saved from destruction. 

The mail and office' fixtures in the 
postoffice were carried into the streets, 
Postmaster Strang supervising the 
work. 

The estimated los3 sustained by John 
Lux and others will amount to approx- 
imately $1,000. The Lux building was 
burned to the ground. A large quantity 
of meats were spoiled by fire.

RACE TRACK 

IS SOLD 

The historic race track at Liberty- 
ville, on which some of the lowest 
records for mile racing have been made 
in years past was sold last week under 
a master in chancery Bale to Attorney 
Otto R. Hansen, of Milwaukee. 

The deal is a culmination of a mort- 
gage foreclosure under former master 
in chancery Elam L. Clarke, the mort- 
gage.being foreclosed in October, 1910. 

The consideration in the deal is 
given at $3,000 and Otto R. Hansen 
received -from Master in Chancery a 
master's, deed to the entire tract of land 
formerly owned by the Liberty ville 
Trotting association. 

Included in the sale are 105 acres of 
land owned by the association, the mile 
race track, barns, paddocks, and all ac- 
courtments which go to make up the 
race tracks and stables. 

The sale of the race track, it is ex- 
pected will not have much, if any effect 
on the future racing game in Illinois. 
Mr. Hansen,. it is expected, will con-' 
tinuo to allow raceing on the grounds, 
subject to the laws already laid down 
by the state in regard to the matter and 
some fine races may still be pulled off in 
the future. 



The plans of the war department to 
withdraw the gunboat Nashville from 
Chicago and substitute the gunboat 
Dubuque for the use of the naval milita 
at'the U. S. ■ Naval Training at Lake 
Bluff have created an investigating 
situation between the governments of 
the United States and Canada. 

These plans include the taking of the 
Dubuque in through the Canadian locks 
and canals and Great Lakes with all her 
guns mounted and manned by officers 
and crew of the regular navy, and tak- 
ing the Nashville out in the same way, 
to all intent and purposes thoroughly 
equipped and capable war vessel. If 
Canada consents to this arrangement it 
will be the first time since England and 
America were at war that the United 
States navy has been actively repre- 
sented on the Great Lakes. 

Special permission must be obtained 
from Canada before the United States 
can, send- a war vessel through the 
canals, and therefore it has been stip- 
ulated by the Cananian government that 
the veBsel should be stripped of her guns 
before taking the trip. It is under- 
stood that the state department has ap- 
plied to Canada for permission to make 
the change of vessels without altera- 
tion, and that a favorable answer is 
expected. 

The gunboat Nashville made its berth 
in the Waukegan harbor but once. 
That was during the Waukegan day 
celebrations a few years ago. The 
Nashville, has however, anchored off 
the United States Naval Training Sta- 
tion at North Chicago on repeated oc- 
casions. 

It is probable that the Dubuque will 
anchor in Waukegan harbor on its ar- 
rival from the coast It has been fre- 
quently reported here that Uncle Sam 
intends to use the Waukegan harbor as 
his headquarters for the Dubuque on 
its arrival from the salt water.

Gearge Odett the man who for years 
inspired owe and terror in the hearts of 
neighbors for many miles around and 
who was supposed to be possessed of 
Herculean strength to the extent of 
superhuman ability, the man who it was 
planned to remove to Elgin under the 
strongest guard possible, was removed 
to the Elgin insane asylum last Satur- 
day. The few who saw the muffled 
figure recognized in it the once powerful 
frame of Odett, for it was withered 
almost to a shadow. 

The wonderful strengh with which he 
was credited was all gone and is was an 
old man, broken in health, that tottered 
from the automible and through the 
massive gates of the asylum. A deputy 
sheriff was on either side of Him, but it 
was to support his shattered bodv father 



Frank B. Derr, of 4(9 South Park 
avenue, was scalded to death by steam 
at the plant of the Corn Products Re- 
fining Co., Sunday morning, when the 
cylinder head of the company's largest 
engine burst 

Mr. Derr, who had been employed by 
the Corn Products Refinning Co. for 
many months in the capacity of assist- 
and chief engineer, was standing, it is 
believed, not more than 10 feet from 
his engine, without any warning what- 
ever, the cylinder head 44 iet go", fill- 
ing the engine room with live steam. 
Escape without injury was impossible. 
Before Derr could gain an exit from 
the room he was scalded to such 
tent that the fiVsh on his body, 
p j- in rom hi. 1 Ins 

Screaming with pain Deer fled from 
the engine room. Help! Help, were his 
only statements. As he approached 
the boiler room loving hands of fellow 
workmen grasped him and he was 
tenderly carried . to the company's 
hospital. The accident happened at 
7:15 a. m. or just 15 minutes after 
Deer had reported at the plant for 
work. 

Wm. Al worth, of: Ii8 "Jenkinson 
Court, who was probably the only other- 
occupant of the engine room at the time 
of the explosion, narrowly escaped 
meeting a similar death ' to that 
encountered by Derr. A 1 worth was at 
work at the switchboard, reading 
meters at the time of the explosion. 
Alworth's first action was to, pull the 
load from off the engine. That is. he 
decreased the engine's labors. By so 
doing probably saved the. lives of 
hundreds of other employees of the- 
plant. He next ran to a second engine 
and shut the throttle. He was unable 
to shut down the third engine on account 
of the hissing steam with which the 
room was filled. August Kenilworth 
climbed to the top of this engine later 
on and shut her down. 

T. W. Smith, the chief engineer, 
escape from death was indeed a mir- 
aculouB one. Not two minutes before, 
the explosion he had stood for not leas 
than 10 minutes talking with Derr. He 
had not walked ten feet from the spot 
when the cylinder burst It was 
through Smith's personal efforts that 
the valve which Bhuts off the steam, 
leading to the engine room was closed. 
In one of the most remarable runs 
ever made by an ambulance Derr was 
conveyed to the Jane McAliater hospi- 
tal, where two hours later he died.' 
His wife was in attendance at the time 
of his death. 

When the engine room was finally 
cleared of the steam Engineer Smith 
started his investigation. He discover-, 
ed that the head of the steam chamber 
of the engine had beed burst. Further, 
examination showed that the piston 
head had torn loose from the piston. 
The pieces of the broken engine were 
blown a distance of probably eight or" 
ten feet The doors leading into an ad- 
joining room at the rear of the engine 
were blown from their hinges.

The stock barn herewith illustrated 
was" planned for a Missouri stockman, 
writes J. E. Bridgman In tho O ran go 
Judd Earmer. The rather odd shape 
was adopted for several reasons: 
First, to have all the stock under one 
roof; second, to keeiTeach department 
separate from the other departments; 
third, r to reduce to the minimum tho 
amount of labor required for feeding 
the atock; fourth, to save and eco-. 
nomically use every pound of manure. 
* Tho floor plan of . tho structure 1b 
34x160 foot from- east-^ to west, and 
34x134 feet from north to south, and 
tho two ells for hogs and sheep are 
each 30x05 feet The walls are. 10 
feet to tho eaves/ and the roof is self- 
supporting, which leaves a. clear 
space through the entire loft for 
storing hay, etc. All partitions are 
eight feet, except over the south front, 
whero they are 10 feet from the feed 
rooms to tho south -front This is 
done to allow for driving in a load 
of hay In stormy weather. There aro 
45 cow stalls, three bull. stalls, two 
hospital stalls; and three calf peris.- 
The horse barn has eight single stalls, 
and five large box stalls; tho sheep 
born has six sheep pens 11x21 fec.t 
each, and„ two lamb' pens; the hog 
house has 12 pens 8x11 feet each, also 
a feed and killing 'room 15x29 feet 

The south front haB a tool room, 
engine room and a watchman's room. 
Stairways aro located in both north" 
and south ends of the barn. The feed' 
rooms for horses and cows aro so ar- 
ranged that the silage may be dropped 
down tho small, chute in front of the 
bIIob. The" door of this chuto is al- 
ways closed, so that no odors may en- 
ter the cow barn. A small gas en- 
gine is used for elevating tho ground 
feed to six hopper-Bhaped bins, lo- 
cated over the. feed, rooms. The feed 
Is drawn from tho blnB through small 
spouts sb wanted. 

Bins for storing feed for hogs and 
ehoep aro located over the sheep, and 
hog barns. All feed, is handled with 
feed carriers, apd tho tracka run 
through all parts of the barn.. All 
manure and litter is also handled with 
carriers, and when not spread at once, 
Is stored in a cement manure house.

The exterior and interior aro cov« 
ered with matched sheathing, which 
is Btripped with Ix2-Jnch Btrips. Tho 
strips aro in turn covered with metal 
lath, and tho lath covered with two 
coats of Portland cement. All ceil- 
ings aro treated in tho samo manner, 
except the sheathing is not used. 
Tho roof Is covered with the beBt 
grade of asbestos felt roofing, which 
makeB it practically a fireproof born. 
The foundation is of natlvo limestone, 
for tho reason that stono con be bo* 
cured on tho farm at a very slight 
cost 

Tho silos, set on cement pits four 
feet "deep, aro built with 2x4-lnch 
studB, set 12 inches on centers; %x6« 
Inch wooden hoops aro bent around 
the outside, and aro doubled, ono be- 
tween each door and one in the cen« 
ter of each door. ; The doors are 24x30 
inches squaro, with 12-inch spaces be- 
tween. Tho hoops ore covered with 
lx2-ihch strips, and treated in tho 
same manner ob^ the walls of thebarn,- 
The inBldo walls of the bIIob are lined 
with hard-burned paving brick laid in 
a thin cement 

All floors of tho barn aro of cement, 
with wood slats for tho horses. The 
horses bayo cast-Iron gutters, but the 
cows have both the gutters and tho 
mangers mado of cement, and tho 
mangers so arranged that they may 
be flooded with water. Tho floors aro 
all trapped with drain traps, and tho 
entire barn may bo washed with a 
hose in a short time.. Tho horses are 
watered at tho cemont trough located 
north of tho east feed room, and tho 
hogs and sheep aro watered with a 
hose. Tho barn loft is supported on 
three-Inch gas pipe, and all cow stalls 
aro of wood, with wiro guards on top. 
This barn is doubtless too large for 
many of usi but there ore many things 
to bo learned from it.

Wiae, 
prudent, solvent, he went the' other way about and dealt it, his 
theater of operations being 135 Suffolk street. 

There are two great gangs on the East side. ' These are the 
"Five Points" and the "Monk Eastmans."- There are smaller gangs, 
but each .owes allegiance to either the one or. the other of the 
two great gangs, and fights round its standard in event of general 
gang war. 

There is danger in belonging to either of these gangs. But 
there 1b still greater danger in not belonging to ono of them. I 
apeak of folk of The Bottler's ways and walks. Tho Five Points 
and Monk Eastmans arc at feud with ono another and tho fires 
of their warfare' are never permitted to dio out. Membership in 
one gang' means that, -to the extent of its power, it will buckle 
you ngaliiBt the other while you live and avenge you should you 
fall. Membership In neither, however, means that you will be 
raided and robbed by both. 

Tho Bottler's stuss house was— like every other of its kind— a 
Castlo Dangerous. To the end that the peril of, his days and nights 
bo reduced to a minimum, ho united himself with the Five Points. 
True, ho could not be counted upon as a "shtocker" or strong-arm; 
but ho had money and would part with it, and gang war like all 
war demands treasure.

That would 
havo been to "squeal ;" and even his friendB 
of the Five Points had only faces of flint for 
such tactlcs/Of disgrace. 

Tho harassed Bottler barred his doors 
against Dahl. He would defend his castle and

What tho puissant Twlst.prppoBod 
was a commonest stop In East side commerce— tho EaBt Bide, 
.where tho Scotch proverb of "Tako what you may, keep what 
you can," retains a former Highland' force. The Bottler bowed 
to the Inevitable and accepted Dahl. 
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got word to the Five Points. The Bottler's doors 
having been barred, Dahl for his side at once insti- 
tuted, a siege, despatching tho Nailer meanwhllo to 
tho nearest knot of Eastmans to bring reinforce- 
ments.

PACKERS IN DEEAT

Decision Denies Right of Packers to 

Whitewash as Result of TestN 

mohy In Former inquiry. 



• New York.— Eighty-six bodies of 
•the 141 persona who lost their lives 
'in a fire which raged Saturday Jn the 
ton-story "loft" building at Wash- 
ington place and Greene street, have 
been identified. 

Seventy of the bodies were those 
,of girls and young women, the remain- 
ing sixteen those of men. There are 
12 injured In the hospitals. Scores 
jot others more or less serlouBly hurt 
'wore taken to their homes. 

The building was occupied by a 
jimmber of factories, and at least 
<1,500 persons were at work when tho 
Hire started. 

The victims were either burned to 
death or were crushed Into lifeless 
(forms on the pavements when they 
ileaped to escape the swift rush of fire 
which quickly enveloped the building. 
Not since the burning of the excur- 
sion steamer General Slocum, off 
North Brother's island in 1904, when 
1.020 persons perished, has the city 
been so excited by a fire horror. 

At least fifty of the victims were 
Jellied by leaping from the windows of 
the seventh lloor, and floors above. 

Many perished In the flames on up? 
per floors, remaining, afraid to leap 
until the fire surrounded them. 

Although the fire started on the 
eighth floor, It spread eventually to 
,1he basement and gutted tbe whole 
building. The blaze started in the 
cutting room of the Triangle Waist 
company, on the eighth floor. This 
concern occupied the upper three 
Jioors of the building. 

Joseph Devontry, a Brooklyn auto- 
anoblle dealer, who was passing tho 
building when the fire started, says 
that it was 12 minutes after tho alarm 
was turned In before there was a 
stream of water on the blaze. 

By that time there were 30 dead on 
■the sidewalks. The sceno was sick- 
ening. With wild shrieks the girls 
leaped from the windows, and, above 
the din and roar of the flames, their 
bodies struck the street and Bounded 
•llko claps of thunder. 

Tho extension lnddcrs of the fire 
men reached only to tho seventh floor. 
The firemen were unable to get above 
that with scaling ladders because of 
the intense heat and tho dense smoke 
pouring from tho upper windows. 

Unable to reach tho upper floors, 
the firemen resorted to the ubo of life 
nets. In most instances the nets 
proved to be worthless. Some of 
them broke under the pressure of a 
«lnglo body. Others were torn by 
two or more persons alighting In 
thom at the same time. Ono net was 
hying In the street after the fire with 
six bodies tangled In It. 

Grocery wagons and even pushcarts 
•were pressed into servico to got tho 
wounded people, most of whom wore 
young girls, to drug stores and hos- 
pitals. Stores In tho neighborhood 
wore turned Into temporary morgues. 
A great crowd gathered around tho 
scene of the fire. Factories In the 
neighborhood were soon emptied of 
their employes. 

Some of the revelations brought out 
by FIro Marshal Beers In his public 
inquiry Into the causes of the fire 
show that the poor girls in that panic 
rush to escape from the flames found 
traps at every turn. 

It seemed that tho very arrange- 
ment of the workroom was a trap, 
with 700 women, jammed back to 
back at their machines. When tho 
panic started, the narrow aisles be- 
came blocked with chairs and the 
girls were In confusion beforo they 
.even started for the doors. Then 
!th9rc was a scarcity of exits, the 
Inward opening doors nnd the death 
trap "flro escapes." 

"Tho fire, without any question, 
fltarted from a cigarette or a match 
thrown Into a pile of lawn clippings- 
Sight cotton stuff," said Marshal Beers. 
"There was no gasoline about the 
place, so far a3 I could learn and the 
machinery power was furnished by 
•electric motors. But I can prove that 
cigarette Braoklng was no uncommon 
practice among the men employed In 
Hhe factory. 

"The fire started at 4:40 o'clock. 
.Samuel Bernstein, the superintendent 
jfor the Trinngle company, and a boy 
• Itrled to put It out with buckets of 
Iwater, but fought It for only a minute 
land a half. The alarm was not 
iturned In for five minutes. 

"While Bernstein was fighting tho 
'lire. Edward Brown, the machinist, 
was trying to get the girls In lino to 
march to the fire escape and to tho 
lelevator doors. But the poor things, 
■In most cases, understood only Yid- 
dish and did not know what he was 
saying to them." 



Columbus Dynamiter to Prison. 
Columbus, O.— William Cavannugb, 
the first of four alleged dynamiters to 
be found guilty, was sentenced Mon- 
day to ten years in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary by Judge Rogers. 'Cavannugh 
was found guilty of placing dynamite 
on tho street car tracks. 



Chicago. — Holding that the Immuni- 
ty granted by Judge Humphrey, of the 
federal circuit, court In 1906 did not 
apply to the present charges, which, 
ho declared, wero based on evidence 
not Included in tho Humphrey de- 
cision, Judge Carpenter In the United 
States district cburt Wednesday over- 
ruled tho demurrer filed by tho indict- 
ed Chicago packers and they lost their 
fight against going on trial, on tho 
Indictments obtained by tho govern- 
ment several months ago. 

Judge Carpenter's decision went 
Into the controversy relating to Im- 
munity with great detail. 

In brief, the packers' position was 
that any conspiracy that might have 
existed was the plotting prior to 
Judge Humphrey's Immunity decision, 
and that the Immunity from prosecu- 
tion granted them extended over all 
future time, so long ns tho acts cov- 
ered by tho 1906 decision remained 
tho same. 

In deciding this, Judge Carpenter 
ruled that tho immunity granted 
them was only for acts which had oc- 
curred prior to the date of tho Indict- 
ment and could not pertain to any un- 
lawful act which was performed after 
that time. The evidence given by tho 
packers before the grand jury, ho 
said, could not relate to that which 
had not occurred, nnd hence could 
have no future application.

Governor of New York Says Law Has 

Cost State Much Capital — Many 

Citizens Leave. 



Goneral Opinion Expressed That 
United States Will Intervene to 
Bring About Peace— Madero's

Albany. N. Y.— Governor Dix 
sent a special message to the 
legislature recommending the repeal 
of the progressive inheritance tax law, 
passed by the legislature last year, 
which, he says, has "caused removal 
of capital from tho state in an alarm- 
ing amount." 

"It cannot be known at this time," 
says tho message, "that the operation 
of the law will result In any material 
gain in revenue, but it is known that 
tho change has caused removal of 
capital from tho Btate in an alarming 
amount. • 

"In a recent conference of financial 
officers in New York city it was said 
that the funds thus removod already 
exceeded $400,000,000 and that tho 
number of citizens which tho stato 
has lost was large." 



FAMOUS MINE IS WORKED OUT 



Petition Asks Dissolution of Monte 
Crlsto Silver Mining Com- 
pany. 

San Francisco.' — Tho concluding 
chapter in the history of one 
of Nevada's most famous mines 
began hero by tho filing of a petition 
asking for the dissolution of tho 
Monto Crlsto Silver Mining company. 
The company was incorporated in 
18G3 with a capital of $1,500,000 to op- 
crato a mine in Storey county, Neva- 
da. In 1878 tho capital was increased 
to $10,000,000, as the mine had proved 
to be ono of the richest producers in 
tho state. Tho petition recites that 
the mine is no longer productive. The 
directorate of the company read like 
a rostor of bonanza pioneers. 



Mexico City.— Tho Diaz cabinet re- 
signed In a body at a special meeting 
of that board Friday. The president 
deferred action upon the resignations. 
The. announcement brings a crisis 
in the Mexican war situation which 
all here, official or civilian, believe can 
bo settled only by a miracle. That 
the resignation of the cabinet will 
cause tho United States to intervene 
is tho consensus of opinion. 

Tho impossibility of President Diaz 
recovering from the blow dealt him 
by the desertion of his ministers,- tho 
effect of which, coupled with the dec- 
larations of Finance Minister Liman- 
tour prior to his resignation that re- 
forms demanded by the rebels must 
be brought about, is indubitably an 
increase of the opposition to the Diaz 
government, is declared by members 
c" both factions. 

The reason officially given for the 
action of tho ministers in resigning 
is tho belief that it will contribute to 
the re-eBtabllshnient of peace and fa- 
cilitate tho reforms which are in con- 
templation. » 

Presidio, Texas. — According to a 
messenger who reported to Gen. Jose 
do la Cruz Sanchez, in command of 
the Insurgents besieging the town of 
OJlnaga, Friday, InBiirroctos under 
tho command of Francisco I. Madero 
have won an important victory in the 
vicinity of Chihuahua, routing tho fed- 
eral troops after 160 had been killed 
and 40 taken prisoners. 

Washington. — Taking cognizance of 
press reports that four Americans 
had been executed by Mexican sol- 
diers in Chihuahua and four others at 
Agua Prleta, the Btate department in- 
structed the United States consular 
officers in the vicinity of the two 
places to Investigate. 



Coffoyvlllo, Kan. — Six masked ban- 
dits hold passenger train No. 104 on 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern railway for ono hour and forty- 
five minutes on a prairie 12 miles 
south of this city Friday, whllo thoy 
robbed tho express car safe of its val- 
uables. 

All of tho 200 passengers remained 
In tho coaches and Pullman, too terri- 
fied by frequent rlflo shots and explo- 
sions of nitroglycerin even to peep 
out, and members of the crow lay, 
faces down, at the side of the right of 
way, guarded by 'ono of the robbers. 

After what appeared to tho victims 
an endless period, the lights of two 
motor cars were Been to approach. A 
moment 'later tho rlflo shooting 
ceased. A quarter of an hour later, 
when tho tralnmon got to their feet, 
the motor cars- and the robbers wero 
gone. It Is. behoved they took money 
and other valuables to the amount of 
$20,000. No passenger was robbod. 

The train was leaving Lenapah, 
Okla., 16 miles south of Coffeyvlllo, 
when tho fireman saw on tho tender 
what he believed to bo a tramp. Ho 
notified the engineer, who approached 
to make him get off. The "tramp" 
produced a revolver and said: "I'm 
going to ride a llttlo piece with you; 
drive on." 

About four miles from Lennpah, at 
a ^trestle, tho leader mado the en- 
gineer stop. Three other masked men 
appeared and the enginoer and fire- 
man were forced to. leave tho cab and 
enter the Jim Crow car. 

Meanwhile other robbers had 
climbed Into tho mall, baggage and 
express cars and covered tho clerks 
with revolvers. The three clerks 
wero mado to Ho together beside the 
track. Tho only tidings the passen- 
gers had of what was going on wero 
the sounds of intimidating shots and 
bullets that sang. by the car windows. 



BANK IN NEW YORK CLOSES 

Institution at Oneonta Has $80O,O0C 
Resources and Deposits of 
$500,000. 



Oneonta, N. Y.— The First National 
bank of this city suspended business. 

The bank has about $800,000 re- 
sources and tho deposits are about 
$500,000, with an equal amount of 
loans and discounts. 

Unless there should he a marked 
shrinkage In tho loans and discounts 
collectable, It Is expected the bank 
will pay depositors In full.

Gen. Arthur Murray, chief of the coast 
artillery; Officials of the war depart- 
ment have already completed general 
plans for the fortifications, but maps 
will have to be prepared setting forth 
the details for the construction work 
beforo the ground can be broken, and 
it is this task which Generals Blxby 
and Murray are now undertaking. Ac- 

-tlvo.wbrklon the building of the forti- 
fications will begin about July. It is 
expocted by the officials in charge 
that the fortifying of the waterway 



will be completed by January, 1015— - 
the date" set for the completion of the 
canal. itself, ' ' 

Brigadier General Crozler, chief of 
ordnance, has already drawn up plans 
for the manufacture of the $1,000,000 
worth of gunB and mortars required. 
ThoBe.wlll be made at the govern- 
ment shops at Watervllet, N. Y. The 
entire armament will be used in for- 
tifying .the two ends of the canal, no 
provision having been made by con- 
gress for the defense of the lockB and 
dains. • Two sets of fortifications will 
be placed itt the Colon end of the ca- 
nal and one Bet at the Panama end. 
Four, 14-lnch rides, eight 12-inch mor-. 
tars and bIx six-inch guns will be 
placed at the Panama side and the re- 
mainder which the balance of the ap- 
propriation will provide at the Colon 
end. 

Comparatively strong> natural posi- 
tions exist at both, the Atlantic and 
Pacific ends of the waterway for de- 
fense against a -land enemy.

Attempts at Suicide Ignored in Army 




THI5 SUICIDE 
GAME MAKES 
MB MERV0US 



THE fact that although attempted 
suicide Ib technically a crime in 
certain states in the United States, 
and .civilians who violate tho law aro 
usually punished by the courts, .offi- 
cers and enlisted men in the United 
States army and navy are never 
court niartlulea" for this offense, wan 
brought to light when tho news was 
received from Germany that_ Em- 
peror William had pardoned an army 
ofTlcer for attempting suicide' and 'de- 
clared that l*a deed "can be Judged 
neither -by regular or honor tribun- 
als." 
-Gen. Georgo B. Davis, judge advo- 
cate general of the. United -''.States, 
nrmy, declared that since the, or- 
ganization-, of tho army and navy of 
the United States no officer or enlist- 
ed man ' had been puulshed for trying 
s to kill hlmflelf. It Ib a' generally un- 
derstood cuBtom In both branches of 



the service, said General Davis, that 
this offense Is not punishable by court 
martial, although a test case never 
haB been brought up. 

General Davis declared that at- 
tempted suicide Is technically consid- 
ered a crime In the army and navy. 

"It la a fact that, although many 
men and -officers of the army and 
navy have attempted Bulcldo, not ono 
of them has. even been court mar- 
tlaled," ho continued. "JuBt why 
this should be I do not know. 

"in both tho army and thenavy at- 
tempted suicide is considered a crime, 
but has never been officially recogniz- 
ed as such. Both branches of. the. 
sorvice frown on. the practice, how- 
ever. 

"Tho case In Germany, where Em- 
peror William pardoned Count Hans 
von Prelll after he had been convict- 
ed by a court of honor 'for this "of- 
fenae, cannot bo compared to similar 
cases. In this country, because hulcido 
is looked upon r dlfferently there. In 
Germany an army man who commits 
certain offenBCB' Is almost expected to 
commit suicide, and therefore they 
would naturally be more lenient there. 
In the. United States a man who trios 
to kill himself Is looked down upon."
